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NEW PRESIDENT COMES ABOARD 




COMPLETE REORGANIZATION I 

"THERE ARE FEW opportunities in life when one is given 
the opportunity to serve or make a meaningful contribution 
to the evolution or development of anything." 

THESE WORDS WERE spoken by Raymond M. Burse, a 32- 
year-old Rhodes Scholar and attorney who was inaugurated 
as the ninth president of Kentucky State University last fall. 

BURSE, WHO BECAME acting president of KSU in July, 1982 
and was named president three months later, has been the 
principal architect of what is widely considered in the 
Bluegrass state as the 97-year-old institution's period of 
most historic change and significant improvement. 

THE HOPKINSVILLE NATIVE was greatly responsible for Ken- 
tucky State maintaining its existence as an autonomous insti- 
tution two years ago when Kentucky's Council on Higher 
Education considered merging the historically black 
university with another university or converting it to a two- 
year college. Burse was a member of the Council's board 
and practicing law in Louisville. 

BURSE THEN BECAME acting president as Kentucky State 
was beginning to undergo major changes as a result of a 
federally-mandated desegregation plan for Kentucky public 
higher education. 



DER BURSE'S LEADERSHIP 

THE PLAN CALLS for a new, unique role in Kentucky's sys- 
tem for the University, for it to emphasize liberal studies, 
enhance its academic stature, and improve its physical 
facilities. 

ONE OF THE new programs is the highly selective- 
enrollment Whitney Young College of Leadership Studies, 
named after the late Whitney M. Young, Jr., a KSU 
graduate. Students in the college study classical works 
instead of current textbooks. 

UNDER BURSE'S LEADERSHIP, the University has undergone 
a complete reorganization; completed or begun some $5 
million more; upgraded its prelaw, predentistry, and 
premedicine programs; developed an interinstitutional 
graduate center; adopted minimum entrance requirements 
for Kentucky students that will gradually get stiffer each 
year through 1987; enjoyed record private contributions; 
and reached a record enrollment — more than 2,400 this fall. 

"KENTUCKY STATE HAS demonstrated and continues to 
demonstrate . . . that it has set high standards for itself, 
high standards that . . . will not be compromised at any 
time except for exceptional reasons," Burse said. 
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The Capitol of Kentucky is only a five minute drive from our campus. 
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Life around the Student Center can be fun when warm weather arrives. The Student Center offers a 
place for students to grab a snack after the cafeteria has closed, unwind in the game room or bowl a 
few strikes in the bowling alley.
